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House approves full-funding 


for Basic Grants 


(Washington, D.C.) - By an overwhelming 


vote of three hundred and eighteen to 
sixty-eight, the House yesterday ap- 
proved an amendment that will enable 
the Basic -Educational Opportunity 
Grant (BEOG) program to be fully 
funded in the 1976-77 academic year. 


The amendment to the spring supple- 
mental appropriations bill was intro- 
duced by Rep. David Opey (D-WI) and 
contained an additional $315 million for 

the BEOG program for the coming 
school year. These additional funds will 
allow BEOG awards to remain at 1975-76 
levels, and will prevent students. from 
facing cuts in their awards. 


The House Appropriations Committee 


had recommended a BEOG supplemental . 


of $476 million which would have 
resulted in thirty per cent award cuts for 

- the coming year. Passage of the Obey 
amendment brings the total BEOG 
supplemental to $791 million. Combined 
with the original student aid appropri- 
ation passed by Congress last summer, 
the Basic Grant program will have a 

- total of $1.315 billion for the school year 
starting in September. 


* The lerge supplemental appropriation 
- became necessary when the Office of 
Education announced earlier in the year 
that many more students were applying 
for Basic Grants than had been originally 
estimated. Last summer’s appropri- 


ations bill included only $715 million for ~ 


~ the program. 


The House vote on the Obey amendment 
came despite strong and Vocal opposition 
by Rep. Dan Flood (D-PA), chairman of 
the Labor-HEW Appropriations Sub- 


P.B.C. 


committee and Rep. George Mahon, 
ehairman of the full Appropriations 
Committee. Both- warned during the 
debate that passage of the amendment 
would indicate fiscal irresponsibility on 
the part of Congress. 


In arguing against the amendment, 
Mahon said, “This amendment is a 
budget-buster.... Do we want to be 
fiscally responsible? That is the issue 
that is confronting us.” 


. The National Student Lobby, and other 


student organizations, were heavily 
involved in the lobbying effort for the 
amendment. Immediately following the 
vote, NSL Director Steve Pressman 
commented, “This vote is a clear victory 
for students and is due, in part, by the 
direct participation of students from all 
over the country who communicated 
with members of Congress.” 


One week prior to the House vote, 
nearly two hundred students attended 
NSL’s fifth Lobbying Conference "and 
spent two days of lobbying on Capitol 
Hill. The BEOG supplemental headed 
the list of the lobbying priorities during 
the Conference. 


“The 1975 and 1976 sessions of Congress 
have been productive for students,” 
Pressman added. “Our past victories and 
our most recent. one today clearly 
indicate the strong need for a continuing 
and effective student lobby — in 
Washington.” 


The Senate is scheduled to take up the 
supplemental appropriation bill after it 
returns from the Easter Recess on April 
26. Final action is expected by early 
May.

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“Law & the Lady” 


NECC is fortunate to have as its Law 
Enforcement Coordinator an intelligent, 
hard working, youn woman with an open 
mindedness required to untangle the 


crime problem which plagues our nation. . 


Eva Buzawa has been NECC Law 
Enforcement Coordinator less than a 
year. In that year, she has also been 
attending Michigan State for her 
Doctoral in Police Science. 


Her usual week begins Sunday night 
with a trip to Logan Airport from her 
Nashua, New Hampshire home, from 
there she boards a plane to Detroit, and 
then a bus to Lansing. She reverses the 
process to be at her desk at NECC by 
Wednesday morning. 


Ms. Buzawa also did graduate work at 
Michigan State’s School of Criminal 


Justice, and received her B.A. in 
Sociology at the University of 
Rochester. 


Ms. Buzawa has been the spokesperson 
_ for the role of women in police work. In 
testimony given before the Federal 
Court on the legality of physical 


requirement of women in Oakland, ~ 


California, Ms. Buzawa stated that

“brute force is no longer the rule in 
police work.” In Massachusetts she says 
all police candidates are required to 
carry a one hundred and twenty-five 
pound dummy over their shoulder a_ 
certain distance during their physical 
exam. This is a tremendous burden for a 


~ male and impossible task for women. 


This requirement is useless in police 
work; rarely does the need arise for a 
person to be carried over the shoulder. 
Besides, tests reveals it is easier and 
safer to drag a person. ‘ 


Women better in some aspects: 


‘Recent studies indicate that women 
exdel in certain aspects of police work,” 
says Ms. Buzawa. For example, women 
are known to write better arrest reports 
and police reports. Many cases have 
been dismissed in courts by inadequate 
reports written by men. Women, also 
handle situations defferently then men. 
There have been cases recorded where 
women dispersed a barroom brawl by 
conversing with the adversaries. In a 
similar situation, a man might use 
physical force which could end in a 
violent injury. 


Education of Police Officers 


Ms. Buzawa’s specialty is the training of 
men and women as police officers. She 
has taught law enforcement at NECC for 
two years. She also taught at Bunker 
Hill Community College, and at Dean’ 
Junior College, and has been a counselor 
at the New Hampshire Police Cadet 
Academy. What she hopes to accomplish. 
at NECC is a basic understanding for 
police officers of Constitutional Law and 
Civil Rights and liberties. Another field 
of law enforcement she hopes to develop 
is that of correctional officers. According 
to Ms, Buzawa the average education of 
a correctional officer is ten years. She 
feels that this is insufficient education 
for the responsibility involved in their 
work. Ms. Buzawa feels that the 
education Social workers receive would 
be ideal for correctional institutions, and 
with the job market so tight, they no 
doubt would welcome the opportunity to 


serve as correctional officers. 
Rape and the Court 


Besides the education of police officers, 
one of Ms. Buzawa concerns is rape and 
the effectiveness of courts to prosecute 
the rapist. The figures on rapes 
committed to those that are reported is 
incredible. Of those that are reported for 
lack of reporting of rapes, according to 
Ms. Buzawa, is the mental anguish 
suffered by victims while undergoing 
investigation by police and the courts. 
The problem with conviction is the 
serverity of the sentence. Ms. Buzawa 
believes that the threat of long prison 
terms is not a deterant to the problem of 


rape. Judges are unwilling to sentence - 


people to long prison terms, because of 
the doubt of the innocence on the part of 
a woman. 


“A case in point” Ms. Buzawa says, “is 
that of a man who picks a woman up ina 
bar, she later invites him up to her 
apartment for a drink, the man holds a 
knife to the woman and rapes her.” No 
judge will convict a man on such 
evidence. 


Drugs and street crime 


Major reasons for street crime (robbery, 
burglaries, and assaults) is related to the 
drug problem. Ms. Buzawa says that law 
enforcement agencies try to determin 
this problem by the elimination of the 
drugs from the street. Studies, however, 
contradict this assumption. The less 
available the drugs become, the more 
expensive they come leading to more 
crime so the addict can support his habit. 


.Ms. Buzawa feels that our law officals 


should look at the British way of 
handling their drug problem. There, 


addicts register themselves with the 


government and everyday receive their 
medication. This method keeps them 


off the streets and less likely to tempt ~ 


young persons to the drug world. The 
British feel that if a person wants to lead 
that sort of life then why not let him, 
because he is only hurting himself. And 
as Ms. Buzawa say’s “Its survival of the 
fittest.” 
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Boulanger appointed 


to State Committee 


Dr. Albert D. Boulanger, Coordinator of 
the Nursing Home Administration 
Program at NECC, has been reappointed 
to the Educational Advisory Committee 
of the Massachusetts Board of Registra- 
tion of Nursing Home Administrators. 


Boulanger’s appointment was announced 
at a meeting of the Educational Advisory 
Committee held April 13 at NECC. 
Committee members include represent- 
atives of allied health programs in 
several colleges and agencies including 
the University of Lowell, Northeastern 
University, Becker and Leicester Junior 
Colleges, Babson College, Stonehill 
College, the Massachusetts Federation 
of Nursing Homes and the Mass. 
Association of Homes for the Aged. 


Boulanger’s committee responsibilities 
will include curriculum development, 
placement, and recruitment of students 
with emphasis on recruitment of 
minority group students. Boulanger also 
plans to work toward the development of 
a consortium of all institutions of higher 
learning wich provide programs in allied 
health services to the elderly. 


Attention Veterans 


If you were discharged after January 31, 
1955 and May 31, 1966 your G.I. Bill will 
expire May 31, 1976. There is financial 
aid available at NECC for those veterans 
needing financial assistance to continue 
their education. See the Financial Aid 
Office for those who are going days, the 
Tuition Exemption will be good for one 
more year, even though the G.I. Bill will 
expire. 


For Farm Cooperative, Apprenticeship 
or on-job Training, or Flight Training, 
eligibility will cease ten years from date 
of last separation from service after 
January 31, 1955 or August 30, 1977 
whichever is later.

Wolff Blasts White House For Using 
Vets As Pawns In Budget Battle 


U.S. Rep. Lester Walff (D-NY) 
blasted the Ford Administration 
for trying to ‘‘veto’’ legislation 
already approved by Congress by 
cutting the budget for cost-of-living 


increases and other important vet- ~ 


erans programs. fe 

Wolff, a ranking member of the 
Veterans Aftairs Committee, said 
he will offer an amendment from 
the floor during debate on the First 
Concurrent Budget Resolution 
“which will seek to remedy the 
specific problems caused by the 
White House, and which would 
restore $700 million to ensure 
continued funding of the bare 
minimum needed to maintain ex- 
isting VA programs, and to provide 
a cost-of-living increase in pen- 
sions: 

WOLFF SAID that while the 
veterans budget is one of the major 
issues facing the House, ‘‘there is a 
larger issue raised by the Ford 
Administration here, and that is a 
blatant cynical attempt to veto 
Congressional action by refusing to 
submit a budget based on the facts: 

elt would help maintain VA 
medical facilities, staff and case- 
load capacity; 

e It would implement legislative 
reforms to help the VA collect G.I. 
Bill education overpayments, as 
well as other educational reforms. 

[Tuesday, Rep. Wolff addressed 

the floor of the House of Repre- 
sentatives as follows]: 

_ MR. WOLFF. Mr. Speaker, I 
_ appreciate the support expressed 
by the Chairman of the House 
Budget Committee for the $1.2 


billion amendment that will re- 
store funds for cost of livyng 


- increases for veterans in the bud- 


get resolution. However, I am 
dismayed that he has voiced op- 
position to any amendments that 
would seek to further expand the 
budget authority in the veterans 
category. 

THE CURRENT BUDGET fig- 
ure, with the $1.2 billion restored 
for cost of living increases, is not 
just a ‘“‘bare bones”’ ceiling; it is 
potentially devastating in its im- 
pact on veterans’ programs and 
potentially injurious to the health 
and well-being of our veterans’ 
population. 

Both the House and Senate Vet- 
erans Affairs Committees recom- 
mended budgets greater than the 
$19.4 billion proposed by the Bud- 
get Committee with cost of living 
funds restored, and their recom- 
mendations were, without ques- 
tion, realistic end modest. 


THE BUDGET LEVEL recom- 
_ mended by the Budget Committee, 


with funds restored for cost of 
living increases, precludes Con- 
gress from considering vital and 
potentially long range cost-effect- 
ive reforms.in veterans programs. 
For example, we will be unable to 
consider legislation that has al- 
ready passed either the House or 


’ Senate, including the Veterans and 


Survivors Pension Reform Act, 
which has passed the Senate, and 
of life in the United States today.’ 

“THE REAL TRAGEDY of the 
Budgetary slight-of-hand being 
employed against veterans is that 
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the White House is, in’ effect, 
deliberately undermining the bi- 
partisan support these legitimate 
veterans programs and policies so 
rightly enjoy in Congress,’’ Wolff 
said. . 

’ Wolff’s amendment would bring 


‘the total outlays under the veter- 


ans category to $20.1 billion, up 


from the Ford Administration’s 
proposed $17.2 billion. Other 
amendments designed to rectify 
“cuts”? by the White House in the 
budget already approved by the 
House and Senate Veterans Com- 
mittees are planned. 

BRIEFLY, Wolff’s proposed $700 
million would stop the White House 


from blocking cost-of-living in- 
creases in vet’s pensions, compen- 
sation and readjustment benefits: 
e It would fund legislation al- 
ready passed by either the House 
or Senate, including extension of 
G.I. Educational entitlement to 5 
months for all vets in college;

Fight or Fizzle 


During next week the fireworks in the House ot 
Representatives will have made any July 4th display 
envious or there will be the biggest display of fizzles 
one could imagine. 

For the rest of this week and into the next, the 
House will debate and vote on their House 
Concurrent Resolution, setting budget targets for 
the House. 

Last week the Senate finished work on its 
Resolution. 

All indications are that the House will pass a 
Budget Resolution that will be in disagreement with 
the Senate which will bring about a conference 
between the two Houses. The conference and 
agreement between the two Houses of Congress is 
scheduled for completion by May 15. 

The Senate stood firm against all attempts to 
amend the Senate Budget Resolution and there is a 
good possibility the House might do the same. 

Should this be the result of their agreement on 
May 15, veterans will have the battle of their lives on 
their hands. 

Neither House provides funds in the VA Budget to 
meet the needs for Cost of Living increases nor for 
any new legislation that is critically needed. 

Cost of Living increases in Compensation, Pension 
and Education programs might be achieved at the 
expense of other badly needed services. 

New legislation is needed in veterans’ pension 
reform by October 1, 1976, when the current 
program expires. Pension Reform has passed the 
Senate and is pending in the House Veterans Affairs 
Committee. If this program is not taken care of by 
the House and if money is not found to adequately 
provide a decent living for our elderly veterans, it 
surely will be a sad Bicentennial year. Hundreds of 
thousands will be taken off the pension rolls, 
including widows. 

New legislation is needed in veterans’ education. 
On May 31, 1976, thousands will have to discontinue 


théir educauon because their eligibility will expire. 
Over 3 million will lose their entitlement completely. 

New legislation is needed to extend the Delimiting 
Date so those attending school can finish their 
education. Another much needed improvement 
would be the acceleration of entitlement. This would 
afford many veterans the opportunity to enter 
training who are financially unable to do so at this 
time. 

Funds have not been provided for our VA doctors, 
dentists, new personnel, new and continuation of 
hospital construction. 

The President has, in effect, vetoed all of the above 
programs by not including them in his Budget to 
Congress. This has been received by Congress as a 
signal for the Republicans not to vote for these 
programs and a signal to the Democrats that he will 
veto any of these programs should they send them to 
him for his signature. 


This is an election year, and veterans should 
interpret the above that on the one hand a President 
should not receive all the blame for veterans’ current 
dilemma; however, on the other hand, perhaps a 
President could be found who would be interested in 
providing a livable income and medical care within 
the Veterans Administration for the nation’s elder 
veterans and investing in the education of the 
nation’s youngest veterans. 

Congressmen should be measured by the same 
guidelines. Veterans and their dependents are more 
aware today of what is going on in Congress than 
ever before. We are sure that measuring by these 
guidelines would show a result in November. 

Between now and November, veterans are gearing 
up for the strongest battle for the right legislation. It 
is good to see so many concerned with the way this 
nation treats its veterans, and yet it is a shame that 
their biggest battle has to be fought in our 
Bicentennial year. ; oe 
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Gusto-O-Wind Forest Products, 
The “Sugarin Bug” Bites Everyone 


“Beautiful day. Sap running by 8:45 a.m. 
Hung twenty-five more buckets. Fired 
up evaporator at 11:15. Boiling by noon. 
Boiled about six hours, drawing off 
nearly two gallons of syrup. Sap ran well 
all day and into the night.” 


This entry for March 24, 1976, is found in 
the records of the Gustafson family 
maple sugar operation over the last ten 
years. Shortly after the Gustafsons 
purchased two hundred and sixty-two 
acres (more or less) of Vermont 
woodland, Ellie and two women friends 
went up one winter day to tap a few of 
the old maples deep in the woods, 
despite the skepticism of the rest of the 
family. But the “sugarin’ bug” bites 
everyone that comes near _ those 
galvanized buckets, and soon everyone 
was pitching in. 

The Gustafson operation has gone 
through an evolution from a round wash 
tub propped on an old sewing machine 
frame over a fire, to an improvised 
woodland shelter, to a rough but 
recognizable sugar house built in 1975. 
This was the first season using qn old 
commercial evaporator bought from a 
farm in Kingston, N.H. 


One hundred and thirty buckets were 
hung on piles tapped in holes drilled in 
sugar maple trunks. A ten foot tree 
takes one bucket, a twenty-five foot or 
larger will take four buckets. On a good 
weekend, three hundred gallons of sap

will have accumulated. This has to be 
carried by hand, or when the trees are 
uphill, run through garden hose into a 
holding tank. As the water is boiled off, 
more is added from the holding tank, 
keeping the evaporator boiling vig- 
orously and constantly until syrup 
remains. 


Some years thirty gallons of sap will 
yield a gallon of syrup. This year it took 
about fifty. When the liquid rises seven 
degrees above the boiling point of water, 
it has become syrup and is ready to be 
drawn off, filtered, and bottled. 


Like all farming that depends on fickle 
weather conditions, sugaring is risky. 
This year was poor, due to unseasonable 
hot weather during parts of both March 
and April. Even February was warm, 
and the best runs came before most 
operators had their buckets out. 


Many modern rigs are fired by oil, but 
plentiful use of saws, and wedge keeps 
the old-time atmosphere of stoking the 
fire with woodlot thinnings. 


It seems a lot of work for sixteen gallons 
of “Vermont gold,” but there is 
something about the phoebes calling 
from the tops of budding maples and the 
hoot of the owls as you trudge home over 
the crunching snow along starlit logging 
roads that make you feel at peace with 


nature and God alike. And how do you 


measure that in terms of gallons?

“T.M. is the most effective natural way 
to develop a greater state of conscious- 
ness and to live it,” John Stieber a local 
teacher of meditation said to a group of 
sixteen people attending his Intro- 
ductory Lecture to the Transcendental 
Meditation Program, April 21. 


“T.M. requires no change of life style, it 
is not a religion or philosophy. It is a 
technique based on the state of 
awareness,” he added, “It benefits the 
meditator in all areas of life.” 


“Scientific research, hotably that of Dr. 
R.K. Wallace, has shown that physio- 
logical as well as psychological changes 
occur when T.M. is practiced,” informed 
Stieber.

What Does It All Mean? 


Are you aware that there are high powered plans 
to reorganize higher education in the Commonwealth? 


Have you any idea what the implications may be for Community colleges if 
reorganization of higher education occurs? 


Governor Michael Dukakis has filed a proposal with the state legislature. His proposal 
would immediately replace the existing Board of Higher Education with a strengthened 
Board of Overseers which would reorganize the Commonwealth’s thirty public colleges 
and universities including Northern Essex. 


The reorganization would seek to promote effective utilization of activities and 
programs, resources and services of all public institutions of higher education in order 
to- 


. eliminate waste 

. eliminate unnecessary duplication 

. improve educational quality 

. maximize student and community access 

. ensure responsiveness to statewide educational and economic needs

Meantime, Kevin Harrington, president of the state senate, is proposing that the state’s 
university campuses, state colleges, and community colleges be governed by a single 
board of trustees which would have a chancellor as the chief executive officer. 
Harrington’s board would have unusual power with sole authority to approve all new 
academic programs. 


The Dukakis plan included the following three alternatives and indicates that a new 
Board might recommend a fourth reorganization plan if it can achieve the statutory 
goals. 


-Alternative One - This alternative would reorganize the five existing segments into 
five regional segments, with the institutions in each region operating under the 
direction of a regional board of trustees. Each region would haye a central university 
setting, with each of the five regional university settings to be developed into centers of 
excellence in one or more academic areas. In each region, the academic mission of the 
state colleges would be directed towards liberal arts and general education; the mission 
of the community colleges would remain essentially unchanged, but would be more 
closely coordinated within the region with the state colleges and the university. The five 
segments would be subject to overall coordination and regulation by the Board of 
Overseers for Massachusetts Colleges and Universities. 


-Alternative Two - This alternative would reorganize the five existing segments into 
four universities and a Board of Regional Colleges. Southeastern Massachusetts 
University and the University of Lowell would be given statutory direction to develop 
specific centers of academic excellence. The University of Massachusets at Amherst 
would be linked with the Worcester Medical School and Worcester State College as the 
commonwealth’s statewide comprehensive university, with exclusive statewide 
authority in public doctoral education. Institutions located in Boston would be linked 
together into a new State University of Boston. The remaining higher education 
institutions would be governed by a new Board of Regional learning centers to. enable 
maximum institutional sharing of available educational resources. Under this 
alternative, the five segments would be subject to overall coordination and regulation 
by the Board of Overseers for Massachusetts Colleges and Universities.

-Alternative Three - This alternative would reorganize the existing five segments into 
a single State University System Board of Trustees which would oversee the 
governance of all the public institutions of higher education. Each institution would 
have its own local governing board which would have authority over most campus 
concerns but would be subject, however, to the overriding authority of a two-thirds vote 
of the State University System Board. To ensure rational program decisions and 
effective allocation of education resources, this alternative plan would differentiate 
between the academic missions of the university centers, the state colleges and the 
community college and would give authority to the state university system board to 
approve or disapprove new academic programs at the institutions. Under this 
alternative, much of the authority assigned to the Board of Overseers by this act would 
be transferred to the new State University System Board. 


Other Components of the Dukakis plan: 
The Board of Overseers would be vested with strong regulatory authority 

1. to make the office of the Secretary of Educational Affairs a planning linking 
between public and private institutions. 


2. confirm the present de facto budgetary authority of the Secretary and require 
reports be submitted to him as well as the House and Senate Ways and Means 
Committees. 


3. require the Board to hold public hearings on reorganization options. 


The Board of Overseers would have fifteen members, fourteen appointed by the 
Governor for a five year term and the Secretary of Education as an ex-official member. 


One appointee would be a student, one a faculty mPa and one a labor 
representative. 


The Board would have authority to oversee all public higher education including the 
power to approve or disapprove academic programs and degrees. It would also have 
responsibility for establishing and regulating an uniform tuition and fee system.

Mandatory Physical Education

The goal of education is, or at least 
should be, development of mind and 
body. Northern Essex Community 
College places a high emphasis on the 
mind, and virtually nothing on the body. 
In order for education to perform its 
function successfully at Northern Essex, 
physical education must be placed on as 
high a priority as classroom education. 


It is therefore imperative that physical 
education courses become mandatory for 
all programs, for all students. Courses 
need not necessarily related to sports. A 
conditioning program could be instituted 
which would encompass those who are 
not adept at sports per so. 


For those who are a dept, and who wish 
to participate in an activity hightly 
demanding of their physical fitness, a 
diversified program should be made 
available, including boxing, wrestling, 


lacrosse, and baseball, along with the 
present hockey, flag football, and 
basketball programs. Moreover, this 
program should enhance the participa- 
tion of the women on the campus. 


This program could be so designed as to 
include those who are _ physically 
disabled, involving them in an activity 
which would require a sufficient degree 
of physical exertion. The argument that 
adequate funds for such a program are 
lacking is a total fallacy, and every 
student is, or should be, aware of this 
fact. 


If our educational system is to achieve 
its objective physical education must be 
made mandatory. 


Students should be able to intellectualize 
their environment and react, not simply 
rugetate.

Legislation which aims to reform public 
higher education in Massachusetts has 
been filed by Governor Michael Dukakis. 


A reorganization of Massachusetts’ 
thirty colleges and universities is 
sought, to be directed by a fifteen 
member Board of Overseers which will 
include one student, one _ faculty 
member, and a representative of labor.

Admissions Quota

The number of students who will be 
accepted to NECCthis year ranges from 
twenty-four hundred to _ thirty-two 
hundred, depending upon whether the 
state gives us the allocated funds, 
according to Jack Warner, director of 
admissions. At this time last year there 
were nineteen hundred and four total 
applications, at the present time there 
are two thousand and twenty-four. 


In the fall semester of '75, three 
thousand students were attending 
NECC. This large enrollment related in 
part to an experiment to show the state 
that Northern Essex was open to 
everyone who wanted to attend. This 
year the number for admissions will be 
dictated according to allocation. Jack 
Warner says that the new polish should 
help to avoid the overcrowding char- 
acterizing last year’s enrollment. Out oi 
eleven hundred and eighty incoming 
freshmen, four hundred and ninety-five 
students have been accepted into the 
Liberal Arts Curriculum.

New Course 


Offerings 


History Department: 


The History of Latin America will be 
taught by Beth Wilcoxson. This three 
credit hour course is a survey of the 
historical development of Latin America 
from the pre-conquest societies to the 
present time. Emphasis is placed on the 
contributions made by the Indian 
traditions, the European conquerors, 
and the fusion of these two elements in 
the years following independence. The 
relationship between the United States 
and Latin America will be given special 
attention. The course is for all students 
but should provide special appeal for 
members of the Spanish Community and 
«acquaint non-Spanish Americans with 
Hispanic Culture. Students may expand 
and enrich their world. 


Another new history course (three 
credits) is called Early Civilizations and 
will be taught by Jim McCosh. This 


« 


course is a survey of the major historical | 


developments and trends in the rise of 


the West, from their origins in the 


Ancient Near East through Classical’ 


Greece and Rome to the decline and fall 
of the Roman Empire and the rise and 
triumph of Christianity. Attention will 
be given to the formation and evolution 
of social, political, and economic 
institutions as well as_ intellectual, 
religious, and cultural achievements. 


The course is a welcome addition to the 
curriculum in providing opportunity for 
the study of ancient civilizations that 
existing Western Civilization courses do 
not cover. It will both broaden and 
deepen interest and understanding of 
the sources of Western society. 


Human Relations (three credits) will be 
taught by John Whittle. It is a lecture 
and group experience course providing 
students with an opportunity to study 


- and experience interpersonal relations in 


a small group in which the focus is on 
inter-personal communication. 


. The course is designed to enhance 


self-confidence and ability to cormuni- 
cate. The Behavioral Science Depart- 
ment feels that the course in Human 
Relations adds a needed dimension of 
student centered, personal growth and 
development. 


Another course in this department is 
Personal Counseling: Basic Theory and 
Practice (three credits). Here students 
will examine their own motives, goals 
and life-orientation. They will review the 
history of helping relationships. Prac- 
tical exercises-in class and out-will build 
an awareness of the _ therapeutic 
relationship; listening skills; and rap- 
port. Individual therapy, group therapy, 
family therapy, behavior therapy and 
others will be discussed and modeled. 
This instructor is Paul Jarvis.

As enrollment here at school continues 
to increase by leaps and bounds, we see 
new courses, programs, and special 
interest groups springing up every- 
where. With hopes for an answer as to 
where everyone will be put, reporters 
questioned John Palmucci, Dean of 
Administration, about what can and 
what is being done. Dean Palmucci 
pointed out that there is no easy solution \ 
to our problem, but that efforts are 

being made. 


It seems that the most helpful of all 
solutions would be the construction of \ 
the administration and fine arts 
buildings as originally planned. The 

request for construction will be proposed 

in the capital outlay budget for 1977. 
Palmucci says that a long range proposal 

such as this one will stand little chance 

for approval. Costs would be in the 
neighborhood of $4 million.

As we all know our planet’s resources Hansa All areas 


are not unlimited. Sooner or later, if we 
don’t effectively manage and conserve 
our natural resources, future genera- 
tions will somehow have to do without 
them. 


One excellent way of conserving our 
resources is to “re-cycle” them, that is to 
use them again and again. This method 
of conservation has been gaining 
popularity since the late 1960’s and it is 
growing more popular each year. On the 
growing list of re-cyclable items, one 
very important thing is excluded, which 
is used every day of the year in just 
about every country in the entire world. 
That item is “chewing gum.” 


Just think about it, look at all the 
chewing gum that can be saved for 
posterity. 


Let’s take a look at some of the 
“end-less” benefits of re-cycling chewing 
gum. Suppose that you have some 
chewing gum, you chew it and after you 
get tired of it you pass it on, that is you 
“re-cycle” it. (1) The next person will 
have fewer cavities because he will now 
be chewing sugar-less gum. (2) Since he 
doesn’t have to buy chewing gum he will 


now have more money to spend on other 
necessities. (3) He'll get less tired from 
chewing it because it will now be 
pre-chewed, (4) Less trees will be cut 
down to make gum wrappers. (5) You 
will no longer have to worry about 
stepping on it. : 


Now of course I realize that there are 
two sides to every issue and that many © 
people will be against this idea of 
re-cycling chewing gum. The majority of 
those against the idea will argue that if 
you “pass” or re-cycle the gum to 
someone else, that other person may 
catch an infection. So this I reply, 
“better ye, let him catch an infection.” If 
he does catch an infection he will have to 
go to a hospital for treatment. Do you 
know how many people are employed in 
hospitals throughout this country? By 
them going to the hospital they help 
others to keep their jobs and stimulate 
our country’s economy. So, you see how 
important it is to re-cycle chewing gum. 
I'm surprised that the government and 
conservationists haven't thought about 
this before.

The Invariable Features of Lebanese 
International Relations written by Dr. 
Charles Malik (August, 1974, Lebanon 
magazine). Malik is the former president 
of the United Nations. He was secretary 
of state of Lebanon during the 1950's. 
Recently he was professor of philosophy 
and political science at the American 
University of Beirut. 


The relations of any country with the 
world spring, actually, from the 
character and situations of that country. 
Because IJ assume that the nature of 
Lebanon's character and situations are 
firmly established in our minds, I will 
merely point out that this character 
consists of the special and rich heritage 
of Lebanon, its special location on the 
Eastern coast of the Mediterranean Sea, 
its free, democratic system in both 
polities and economics, the spiritual 
independence of its people, its distinct 
and intelligent openness to the whole 
world, and its variety of communities 
and sects with mutual respect between 
them all. 


Its character also consists of its nature 
as a free, sovereign and independent 


~ nation which determines its own destiny, 


and whose independence and _ sover- 
eignty are recognized by the whole 
world. 


In “The Invariable Features of Lebanese 
International Relations” the author 
discusses the first invariable feature is a 
warm relationship with neighboring 
Syria. No dispute of any kind can be 
Allowed to separate the good feeling 
between these two neighboring coun- 
tries. The relationships between us and 
our Syrian brethen are deeper and 
stronger than our relationships with any 
other Arab country. Given understand- 
ing, love, patience, and far-sightedness, 
al] disputes between us and Syria, 


whatever they may be, can be-resolved | 


to the mutal benefit of both countries on 
‘the basis of maintaining. the dignity of 
both Lebanon and Syria. 


The second invariable feature is the 
‘relationship of Lebanese’ and

Palestinians. The firm, warm feelings 
that exist with the Syrians also apply to 
the Palestinians. Every dispute between 
us and the Palestinians, as every dispute 
between us and Syrians, is transitory, or 
should be transitory. The links of 
culture, temperament, dialect, heritage, 
and sense of humor that bind us to the 
people . of Haifa, Jaffa, | Nabbus, 
Nazareth, Jerusalem, Bethlehem and 
Gaza are much stronger than our links 
with any other people with the exception 
of the Syrians. 


Consequently, it is also impossible to 
conceive of the day in which. Lebanon 
would wash its hands of destiny of 
Palestinians, nor the day when the 
Palestinians could wash their hands of 
the destiny of Lebanon. In this respect, 
we also face an invariable feature. 
However, this does not mean that the 
presence of so many non Lebanese, 
Palestinians, Syrians and others in 
Lebanon in such numbers, does not 
constitute a vital problem which must be 
dealt with in a manner that does not 
conflict with Lebanese intity. 


The relations of Lebanon with Jordan 
are similar to the relationsips with Syria 
and the Palestinians. Jordan’s entity 
reflects the strong Syrian and 
Palestinian influences, and is conse- 
quently near to us. In addition, its trend 


_ toward the bedouin system makes it a 


vital link between us and the bedouin 
way. 


Lebanon's relations with Egypt extend 
back over the centuries to the early 
stages of history, and are consequently 
among the strongest and _longest- 
standing of ties. In view of present day 
importance of Egypt from the geogra- 
phic, Arab and Islmic viewpoints, 
Lebanon is deeply influenced by 
Egyptian trends and policies. A highly 
respected Lebanese community settled 
in Egypt for over a century, with many 
of its members playing prominent roles 
in Egyptian economic, intellectual and 
media activities, and even in administra- 
tive and political affairs.

Every destiny or basie issue affecting 
the Arab World has a profound impact 
on Lebanon, to varying degrees, 
depending on the specific area. 


Consequently, Lebanon cannot, and 
should not, if it can, relinquish its Arab 
responsibility within the framework of 
its independence and sovereignty, be it 
within the Arab League, the United 
Nations, international conferences or in 
bilateral or joint meetins between 
Lebanon and the Arab countries. 


Lebanon is called upon to coordinate its 
position with these countries, to enter 
with them into a sincere, frank and 
constructive dialogue and to serve them 
and cooperate with them to the fullest 


‘possible extent within its limits and 


modest resources and on the basis of its 
independence sovereignty. This is an 
invariable feature of Lebanon’s interna- 
tional relations. 


If we were to go beyond the Arab world, 
to the Middle East, we are immediately 
confronted by Turkey and Iran. Any 
basic development in either of these two 
nearby countries, such as the Altaturk 
Revolution, or the bloodless revolution 
of the Shah, creates important re- 
purcussions in Lebanon. Consequently, 
it behooves Lebanon to evolve special 
Turkish and Iranian policies, especially 
since history abounds with references to 
the long standing relations between both 
countries and Lebanon.. 


Moreover, there are similarities _be- 
tween our political and economic system 
and our international trends and theirs. 
The Iranians’ culture in particular with 
its richness, depth, background, varied 
accomplishments and its open approach 
to the world, means much to Lebanon, 
which is also of rich, deep, varied and 
open culture approach. Therefore, 
among the invariable features of our 
international relations there must be a 
special invariable involving Iran.

{cont. from page 3] 
legislation to extend GI education 
entitlement to 45 months for under- 
graduate and graduate students, 
which has passed the House. The 
House Budget Committee figure 
precludes our addressing our- 
selves to areas that have been cited 
by the VA for priority funding— 
such as maintenance of existing 
caseloads at VA medical facilities, 
extension of salary adjustments 
for VA medical personnel and new 
starts for modernization and re- 
placement of VA medical facilities. 
We will be precluded from insti- 
tuting reforms to facilitate GI 
education overpayments, a reform 
that would save us millions of 
dollars in the future. Pendinf 
legislation, such as extension of the 
education delimiting date, in which 
considerable interest has been ex- 
pressed, will also be excluded. 

Mr. Speaker, I am dismayed that 
the House Budget Committee’s 
target for veterans programs is so 
inadequate. At a time when we are 
proposing unprecedented expendi- 
tures in the area of defense, are we 
to forget those who have served as 
the guardians of our defense? 

ON WEDNESDAY I will offer an 
amendment to the First Concur- 

rent Budget Resolution to expand 
the Budget Committee’s target! 
with restored funds for cost of 
living increases by an additional 
$700 million, bringing total outlays 
" under the veterans category to 
- $20.1 billion. My amendment rec- 
ognizes that we need a responsibl« 
budget figure that will allow us tc 
fairly and rationally balance vet- 
erans spending priorities. Without 
it, we will be forced in the unfai; 
situation of having to pit the needs 
of one segment-of the veterans’ 
population against that of another, 
and indeed, we will be unable to 
respond adequately to any of the 
legitimate needs that exist in the 
veterans’ area. 

Mr. Speaker, I support the bud- 
get process-and regret having to 
offer a Ftodr amendment, but I 
tind there is no alternative if we 

-are to honor our commitments to 
those who served.

“development,” said Flythe. 


“What happens when we civilize tribal 
peoples? They become subject to stress 
illnesses: heart disease, stroke, 
éancers,...” she said. Even tooth decay is 
a result of a “civilized” high-sugar diet, 
she added. 


Historically, tribal peoples have suffered 
much religious persecution from white 
civilization, said Flythe. In our own 
country Navajos were once forbidden to 
speak their native language, she said.

“First graders who had never heard any 
other language” might be “caned or 
made to do menial tasks in punishment 
for speaking their Navajo language at 
their white school. 


Flythe said that less than forty years ago 
the Plains Indians’ Sun Dance was 
In the 1800’s the -South Sea 
Islands’ religion has also been made 
illegal. We've seen the cartoons of white 
missionaries. “Do you wonder why they 
ended in the cooking pot?” asked Flythe. 
“The reason some did was that they had 


burned someone else’s church,” she 
explained. < 
.Asked, “Are you saying ignorance is 


bliss?” Flythe replied, “No. But what is 
ignorance? What if you were told that by 
law you had to memorize all the rules of 
Cheyenne ritual?” 


Flythe described a Canadian Ojibwa’s 
reaction to white man’s society. The 
tribesman was shown our technical 
achievements and even lived in the 
basement of San Francisco’s Museum of 
anthropology. Of us the Ojibwa said we 
are “very clever but not very wise.” 


“Even doing good things for people,” 


said Flythe, “can backfire.”

While rapes, beatings, and even murders 
are reported to responsible magazine 


publishers who try to bring the truth to 
the populace, most newspapers turn a, 


notoriously deaf ear to these incidents, 
with only well-known cases (like Leopold 
and Loeb) getting adequate coverage. 


It is a small wonder that prisoners 
throughout the United States are 

- beginning to think of themselves as the 
Twentieth Century’s “forgotten men,” 
forgotten all too conveniently by a social 
system whose penal institutions attract 
the illiterate and impoverished like 
moths to a flame. 


This particular article is written for the 
benefit of a prisoner who states his own 
case as an excerpt from a letter to his 
wife, a student at Northern Essex. 


John was convicted of selling marijuana 
in a Southern state and sentenced to six 
years in a large state prison. 


I'm just thinking about it now, but I am 
going to write that thing about prison 
life. I think four out of five of the convicts 
that I have met make a remark about 
writing about prison life but most of 


vice-versa. There are a lot of each that 
fear each other. The hate isn’t restricted 
to race. They hate each other for many 
reasons. They hate the people that put 
them here. They hate and fear the 
people that keep them here because our 
keepers rule us with fear. 


If a man tries to act like a man, they 
[both the administration and_ the 
convicts] do their best to bring them 
down. Our only escape is through letters 
and visits from the people we love. With 
all the hate and fear vibes that fill this 
place, it is very, very difficult to write 
anything. : 


It is hard to think about anything except 
“How to stay alive.” Im not overdoing it 
about this either. The few people I know 
that I have written about it have failed to 
sell their story because the public 
doesn’t want to hear. They [the public} 
are so complacent with where they are 
that it fails to touch them. Most of them 
won’t bother to read that kind of stuff 
because it makes them feel bad. Others 
just say “Well that is good enough for 
them.” Then there are those that just 
shake their heads and say “what a 
shame.” Out of the ones that are moved 


him.” Then too, I don’t. want you to 
worry about me. I love you! 


Before I got into prison I wouldn’t have 
believed what goes on here and in other 
prisons. I know now that the worst part 
is kept from the public. If anyone with 
authority comes here it has to be by 
appointment only. Then the prison is 
prepared for it. Then the visitors are only 
shown what the shit-eaters want them to 
see. They don’t get to see parts of the 
prison or talk to some of the prisoners 
for “security reasons.” We have what 
are called Rehabilitation programs, but 
they are only available to about five 
per cent of the convicts. This program is 
about the only thing that the public ever 
hears about. The work detail that I am 
assigned to is called Georgia Correc- 
tional Industries. It is supposed to be a 
training program. Yet there are no 
qualified instructors there at all. It is 
nothing short of slave labor. We 
manufacture products that are offered 
for sale across state line. This should put 
it under ICC regulation but for some 
reason they are getting away with it. We 
get no-pay whatsoever. The GCI is in 
direct competition with a_ private 
enterprise. But there isn’t anyone that 


material value. You know I have never 
failed to put effort, money or anything I 
have into things that I thought would 
help people, in particular, people that 
are deprived of things tht life should 
afford them. I know it sounds like I’m 
bitter. lam. I am bitter to the point that I 
want to do something about what is 
being done. I want to fight back but how 
can I do it? I am being held down. Now 
you should know what prisoners are 
saying when they riot. 
screaming for help. You say “more 
power to them” but they don’t need 
“power.” They need “love.” They need 
someone to act on their behalf. What I 
need is You. I love you. 


I got carried away on that didn’t I? If you 
could get it edited and typed it might 
make interesting reading for some of the 
people at» the Center you mentioned 
there.

From Dostoevsky to Solzhenitsyn 
taught by E. Hope-McCarthy. 


The time period of this course, the fifty 
years on either side of the Russian 
Revolution, is like the century of Greek 
drama or the Elizabethan era, a golden 
age of literature, in this case, Russian 
literature., The shorter works of 
Dostoevsky, Tolstoy, and Chekhov and 
post-revolutionary writers as_ well: 
censorship and repression, imprison- 
ment and exile, poverty and peasantry, 
alienation and its alternatives of 
committment to land, to work, and to 
God. Gorky, Mayakovsky, Babel, 
Zamiatin, Bulgakov, and Solzhenitsyn 
provide writings that are satirical and 
funny, lyrice 1d brave, writings that 
reject some o: che achievements of the 
revolution and hope for others.
